A RAILROAD TRAIN IN THE FLAMES 


And the Passengers Burned Before 
They Could Escape. 


THRILLING STORIES OF THE SURVIVORS 


People Rush to Ponds and Cover. Them- 
seives with Mud— Over Three 
Hundred Corpses Found. 


St. Cloud, Minn., September 2.—The first 
report of the terrible loss of life at Hinckley 
was received here early this morning from 
Pine City through a message to the officials 
here, which said that Hinckley had burned. 
The Great Northern freight building was 
said to be the. only building left, and that 
thirty people had perished. 

A second telegram at noon placed the 
dead at nearly 200, and word was also re- 
ceived to be prepared to render assistance. 

The G-eat Northern road is doing all in 
jis power to reach the fire-stricken town. 
Ever since yesterday afternoon work trains 
have been engaged in rebuilding burned 
bridges, and all the men that can be used 
are being rushed to the front. Three large 
bridges are down. At 6 o'clock the road is 
almost clear to a point four miles west of 
Mora, and within fifteen miles of Hinckley, 
but the officials do not expect to get into 
Hinckley until tomorrow. It is thought 
here that the town will be reached quicker 
from Pine City. 

The scenes at the front where the work 
trains are engaged are frightful. One 
crew reported that they saw flames sweep 
down a house close to the track. The place 
was enveloped in fire before the people could 
escape. workmen were powerless to 
render any assstance, although they were 
so close that they could hear’ the people 
screaming as they were being cremated. 
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Newspaper men are trying to reach Hinck- 
ley over the Great Northern from here, but 
it is not thought that they will get there 
All telegraphic commu- 


before tomorrow. 
nication is shut off. . 

The eastern Minnesota train which came 
here from Princeton diast evening, is still in 


the Great Northern yards, the company 
keeping the passengers at the hotel. They 
will not get away before tomorrow. 

' A Lady’s Account of the Fire. 

Minneapolis, September 2.—The first train 
over the St. Paul and Duluth railroad di- 
rect from the scene of the great fire reached 
Minneapolis at 12:45 o’clock this afternoon. 
There were about a dozen persons on board 
including Mrs. Layrence, the only one of 
the passengers on the ‘limited’”’ which 
started Saturday afternoon from Duluth, 
who has yet reached Minneapolis. The 
her passengers were those who went up 

the limited yesterday afternoon from 
s end of the line, and finding that they 
i go no further, they stopped at Pine 
t} and returned to Minneapolis on the 
first train. 

Mrs. Laurence says the first evidence of 
the fire was noticeable about ten miles 
north of Hinckley, when the air became al- 
most suffocating. One mile north of Hinck- 
ley a number of persons—Mrs, Laurence €S- 
timates the number at fifty—rushed to- 
ward the train screaming frantically. The 
engineer, seeing the danger they were in 
if they remained, stopped the train to let 
them aboard. The heat became intense 
and the whole volcano of fire seemed to 
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train and its occupants off the face of the 
earth. Mrs. Laurence, describing the scene, 
841d: 

“At the first rush of the flames toward 
the cars the window panes burst with @ 
loud report, and the train began slowly to 
return toward Skuhk Lake. People scream-~ 
ed and men jumped fhrough the car win- 
dows. The wild panic was horrible. There 
Was no humanity in it. Every fear-crazed 
person was for himself, and did not care 
how he got out of the swirling, rushing 
avalanche of flames. My dress caught fire 
but I extinguished the flames. 

“I saw two Chinamen. I can remember 
the scene as if before me now. They were 
paralyzed by fright and made no effort to 
get away, but simply hid their heads un- 
der the seats and were burned to death. I 
stood it as long as I could and then I 
rushed out of the car, jumping over one or 
(Wo persons that were lying oa the ground 
injured. Some of the people jumped into 
Skunk lake, but I simply ran along the 
ties the fire had burned away, and after 
running until my strength gave out I fell 
down between the rails. I expected every 
Minute that my dress would be burned 
from my body. 1 put out the flames in 
my dress half a dozen times, and I had to 
hold my hands over my baby’s face in 
oruer to keep it from suffocating:” 

This morning Mrs. Laurence } pleked 
up in the middle of the track about two 
miles north of Hinckley by @ relief party 
‘rom Duluth which made the trip on a 
handcar. | 

The site of Hinckley, says Mrs. Laurence, 
is nothing but a blackened waste with the 
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everywhere. 
There were fully 125 people a 
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Those om board could see many of them 
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These were the Chinamen mentioned. 
About a dozen persons, according to her 
story, were injured in the panic, which re- 
sulted when the people tried to escape. 
Some rushed to the platform and jumped 
off while the train was moving, while others 
fought their way through the struggling, 
frantic mass of passengers, in an effort to 
get away from the scene. In this way 
many persons suffered severe injuries, such 
as broken bones and limbs. 
Another Passenger Describes It. 

The loss of life at Hinckley is variously 
estimated at from one to four hundred, and 
it is almost certain the loss will equal two’ 
hundred. It will be several days before the 
full extent of the disaster will be known. 
All is confusion and excitement among the 
surviving people, who are searching for 
their children, and children searching for 
their parents.- The death list increases eve- 
ry hour. The walls of the railroad round- 
house and of the schoolhouse are the only 
parts of buildings in Hinckley which re- 
main. 

One of the most thrilling events was 
the experience of the train which left Du- 
luth at 2 o'clock, p. m., Saturday for St. 
Paul. It was the limited passenger, the 
best train on the road, and was crowded 
with passengers. The smoking: forest fires 
were so dense that lamps were lighted in 
the cars. When the train came. within 
about a mile of Hinckley the engineer 
found he could proceed no further as the 
people were already fleeing for their lives 
from the town. Dr. W. H. Crary, of this city, 
who was on board, tells of the backward 
run of the train for seven miles until a 
small lake was reached. His story, as giv- 
en to a Morning Call reporter is as fol- 
lows: 

“The woods on either side were lashed by 
a flerce wind blowing at the rate of eighty 
miles an hour. On through this weird scene 
the Hmited sped, the situation growing 
more alarming at every mile: As the train 
neared Hinckley it was discovered that the 
fire had reached the railroad, but on it 
sped, the engineer hoping to pass Hinckley 
in time to escape the danger. It was not 
until the train had come within a mile of 
Hinckley that the engineer discovered that 
the train was burning, and that it would 
be impossible to pass. The bridge had al- 
ready been consumed together with the 
mills and homes of Hinckley. Here the 
traia was met by a hundred or more fugi- 
tives from the burning town. Mothers car- 
ried in their arms small children, others 
clinging to their mothers’ skits. Some car- 
ried a few household goods and others 
were crying and moaning on account of 
losses already sustained. Many were so 
nearly exhausted that they could scarcely 
climb on the train. 

The Rush’ for Life. 

“Nearer and nearer the flames were ap- 
proaching; and finally the engineer was 
compelled to reverse his lever and run 
back, leaving behind scores of unfortunate 
ones who had not been able to reach the 
train, their only available means of escape. 


sink to the ground, exhausted and over- 
come by the terrible heat, never again to 
rise. Many came running across the fields 
from small settlements, hoping to escape 
on the train, but only disappointment and 
death awaited them. On rushed the train 
through the fiery hot breath of the pursuing 
flames, for a stop would have been fatal to 
all on board. As the weary passengers re- 
traced their steps Sunday morning, some 
afoot and others on handcars, they found 
along the side of the track and in fields the 
charred remains of those poor-.unfortunate 
wretches. In four miles thirty-four bodies 
were found, some burned beyond recogni- 
tion and others uncharred, having died from 
suffocation. It was a four or five-mile run 
back to Skunk lake, which is little more 
than a mud hole, the mud and water cover- 
ing.not more than an acre. The train had 
gone but a short distance before it was sur- 
sounded by the devouring flames. Hot 
blasts of flames struck the coaches, setting 
fire to them in places and breaking the 
windows on both sides. The baggage car 
was soon a mass of flames, which streamed 
back over the tender and engine, setting 
fire to the engineer's clothes and scorching 
his face and hands. 
Stood to His Post. 

“On either side of the engine there was a 
stream of flames, but never for an instant 
did Engineer Root flinch. To remain was 
apparently certain death to him, but could 
he hold out for four miles the passengers 
might possibly escape. To have deserted 
his post would have been death to all on 
board. Back of him stood his trusty fire- 
man, who occasionally poured water on 
him. When the heat became unendurable 
for the fireman he took a dip in the water 
tank, from which he drew the supply for 
the engineer’s shower bath, 

“At Skunk lake the engineer had scarcel 
strength to shut off the steam. As he 
pulled the lever he sank to the floor ex- 
hausted, burned and bleeding, the broken 
glass in the cab having cut him in a num- 
ber of places. Quickly two men rushed to 
the cab and bore the form of the brave en- 
gineer to the water below the embank- 
ment. Here he lay all night, covered with 
mud and dirty water, and dying, as most 
of the passengers believed. 

“A mile or two from the Jake the coaches 
were burning above and underneath. On 
board the passengers became panic strick- 
en, and it was only by force that many of 
tthe weaker ones were orevented from 
springing through the bréken windows: or 
rushing out the doors. To prevent this 
men guarded the doors, Scarcely a soul 
on board had any hope of escaping, not 
knowing at what moment the burning train 
would jump from its track of fire into a 
bed of hot coals. 

Covering Themselves with Mud. 

“At Skunk lake sixty more women, chil- 
dren and men found refuge in the shallow 
water and dirty mud, the women walking 
out in the water until it reached their 
waists, and with their hands they bathed 
their burning faces in mud and water. 
Many of them were seriously burned on 
the train. Many lay in the mud, covering 
themselves with it, and, as often as this 
became baked, a fresh coat had to be 
added. Magy on Jeaving the train rushed 
off towards a marsh and others ran further 
along the track. It is thought that many 
of those are lost, Some few died of suf- 
focation within a few rods of the pond. 
‘Many women had their clothes : partially 

urned and torn from their bodies. One

those who perished in the flames might 
have been saved had they kept away from 
the river. The people lost their heads and 
stampeded in trying to escape by teams 
and saddle horges. r. Knudson took @ 
hill-top, and when the fire passed over, 
found himself in a charred desert, surround- 
ed by hundreds of dead, while those who 
survived were far from help and with noth- 
ing to eat or drink. He thinks the horrors 
of the Chicago fire nothing compared to it. 

At Hinckley the bodies are being piled 
fm the graveyard and will be burned as soon 
as possible. Every effort is made to identi- 
fy the dead bodies. 

There are six hundred less people in Pine 
City. Reliable information received by the 
relief committee shows about 250 dead at 
Hinckley and 500 to 550 homeless survivors, 
most of them are at Pine City with noth- 
ing to eat or wear. Sandstone has 50 dead 
and 225 homeless in the very worst possible 
condition and needing immediate aid. 

There are twenty-five dead at Sandstone 
junction. Mayor Smith, of St. Paul, and 
Mayor Eustis, of Minneapolis, will be wired 
that the situation is worse than first 
thought, and immediate relief is needed. 

Hundreds of Charred Bodies. 

Mora, Minn., September 2.—Oner hundred 
and forty-eight bodies have been taken 
out of Hinckley and places in the vicinity. 
The neighboring town of Pokama is wiped 
out. The eastern Minnesota train which 


left St. Paul at 1:05 o’clock last night took 
300 people on board and moved westward 
toward-St. Cloud. The train has not been 
heard of since. It has not regched St. 
Cloud, and has not gone back to Hinckley. 
There is a general fear that it has been 
burned with all on board. There is no 
chance that they are alive, unless they 
have found a stream or slough into which 
they could go and escape the fire. 

Every family in Pokama is homeless ang 
in danger of starving to death. A freight 
train is in a ditch one and a half miles 
west of. Rokama. Twenty-five people are 
in the caboose and the fire is all around 
them. If they are not rescued soon, all 
must perish. 

Hans Nelson, section foreman at Pokama, 
started away yesterday afternoon with his 
family on a handcar to escape tha fire, and 
nothing has since been seen or heard of 
them. It is certain that they have perished. 

Three Towns in Ashes. 


Pine City, Minn., September 2.—Three 
towns, Hinckley, Mission Creek and PoKa- 
ma, lie in ashes tonight and more than 
200 corpses lie in the region in the neigh- 
borhood of Hinckley. The vast valley be- 
tween the Ketle river and Cross Lake is 
laid waste, including several villages and 
settlements. 

Besides the towns that were reduced to 
ashes, farms were swept clean by the 
flames. The forests are still burning fiercely 
and rain ‘is required to drown the fires 
that are sweeping over that vast region. 

Whole families have been cremated. In 
some instances only one or two men escaped 
from a neighborhood to tell of the destruc- 
tion. They saved their lives by running to 
small lakes or hiding in potato fields, and 
reached Pine City more dead than alive 

Dead by the Score. 


The dead are being picked up by the 
score and brought here. Searching parties 
are penetrating the burned district but find 
none but the charred remains of the inhab- 
itants. The people from Hinckley and Mis- 
sion Creek, who escaped with their lives, 
are destitute, having neither homes nor 
food. 

The relief sent out from St. Paul was 
timely. The supply of provisions was more 
welcome than even the blankets sent out 
later, because the majority were still 
anxious to continue the search for the dead 
and suffering. The tents and hospital sup- 
plies were very necessary, for the injured 
and badly burned people. Harris Richardson, 
of St. Paul, wired Governor Nelson to send 
out more supplies of provis'ons and bedding 

Relief for the Unfortunates. 

H. H. Hart, of the state board of chari- 
ties, is at Pine City, collecting data pre- 
paratory to proviling state relief. Jae 
Manix, of Minneapolis, is here also to report 
the situation to Mayor Eustis so that sup- 
plies may be sent later from that city. A 
committee of five from Stillwater is getting 
information as to what lumber supplies are 
needed and will contribute building material. 
Assistant General Manager Miller, of the 
St. Paul and Duluth road, has been here 
and returned to St. Paul to send out sleep- 
ers, hospital and camp supplies for the 
wounded and homeless. 


Giving Bread to the Hungry. 

Pine City, Minn., September 2.—The relief 
train from St. Paul arrived here at 8 
o’clock, p. m., with 2,400 loaves of bread, 
clothing, hospital material and a large del- 
egation of St. Paul citizens. At White 
Bear Lake $400 was subscribed and three 
carloads of supplies were procured by the 
time the train arrived here. The follow- 
ing. committee has been selected to take 
ent charge of the relief work: James 
Hurlay, Pine City, chairman; J. F.- Stone, 
J. ¥. Breckinridge, General Charles Bun- 
ker, E. A. Hough, H. Berchars and H. H. 
Hart, St. Paul; J. T. Manix, Minneapolis; 
A. E. Quinn, J. C. Nethaway, J. H. Burg- 
man, J. H. Moon, J. D. Markham, P. H. 
Kelly, G. R. Finch, H Y King, D F Stone. 

Anything like an estimate of the loss is 
impossible. Hinckley has been completely 
destroyed as has Mission Creek, Sandstone 
and several other small places and large 
numbers of people are missing. The fire 
extends from Pine City as far west as 
Carlton and Rutledge, sweeping everything 
in its path. 


St. Paul was quick to respond to the 
needs of the stricken people. Hardly had 
the sad news been received before sympa- 
thy was aroused. The Kelly Mercantile 
the Hackett Hardware Com- 
pany, Finley, Van Slick & Co and others 
responded in a practical way to the wail 
of distress, and they were followed by a 
score of others. In an incredibly short 
space of time $4,000 worth of provisions 
and supplies was raised. Horej Bros. per- 
formed yeoman service at their bakery. 
Beginning at noon their furnaces were 
aglow and their great ovens were filled. 
This firm alone turned out 2,300 loaves. 
Five barrels of pork, large quantities of 
hams and bacon, great bales of blankets, 
quantities of crackers, canned beef, coffee, 
sugar, kerosene, lampwicks, ten large sacks 
of beans and other supplies were speedily 
hauled to the depot to be carried out in 
special trains to the stricken people. 

General Wesley Merritt, in command of 
the department of Dakota, United Stat 
army, issued orders for hospital supplies, 
tools, etc., for the relief of the survivors. 

A special relief train left here at 2:30 
o’clock in charge of D. H. Moore and Jules 
H. Burrell, prominent merchants. 

Wires northward are etill in a bad state 
of demoralization from Hinckley to Duluth 
and there is but little communication in 
that direction. The roads leading through 
the burning district—the St. Paul and Du- 
luth, the Omaha and the Hastern Railway 
of Minnesota—did not attempt to send out 
their regular trains tonight. ; 

"One conductor stated that near Baronette, 
Wis., he saw twenty-five human bodies, 
victims of the fire.

‘ SORE ON SEDAN. 


Frenchmen Think the German Celebra- 
tion a Manifestation of Hatred, 


AND THE EMPEROR'S DISAPPROVAL 


Of the Demonstration Caused It to 
Be a Tame Affair. 


STRICT MEASURES AGAINST ANARCHISTS

Bad Blood Shown by the Socialists on Ac- 
count of the Police Preventing a Dis- 
play atthe Funeral ot *Red Agnes.” 


Berlin, September 2.—The Lokalanzeiger 
gays that the emperor has calleq the Berlin 
president of police, Freiherr von Richtho- 
fen, back from his holidays in Kissingen 
to give advice as regards the repression of 
anarchjsm and socialism. Richthofen will 
go to Potsdam this week. His advice un- 
doubtedly will favor more stringent meas- 
ures against socialists and anarchists. The 
emperor is understood to occupy about the 
Same position. He contends that, while 
sufficient as a rule, the existing laws are 
inadequate to many emergencies and should 
be amended accordingly. 

If the police had allowed the Sedan cele- 
bration to take its course today there would 
hiaave been such a demonstration as the em- 
pire has seldom seen since the war. Not 
only in Berlin, but also in the provinces, 
i the rumors of an effort to suppress the 
festival caused a strong reaction of feeling. 

The anniversary of Sedan is observed 
' with the usual decoration of the streets, 
although the popular enthusiasm has been 
dampened by rumors of the emperor's dis- 
approval. The Port Koelnische Zeitung and 
The Reichsbote pass simjlar comments: 
“This is a permanent national fete. It 
is no manifestation of hatred to France, 
but a renewal of thanks to heaven which 
gave us the crowning Victory in our strug- 
gle to establish German unity.’’ 

The Koelnische Zeitung says: 
servance of Sedan day is no display of 
hostility to France. Even though the in- 
satiable self-esteem of France be offended 
by the celebration, the Germans, without 
d@siring to provoke their neighbors, cannot 
c@msent to refrain from showing their con- 

mousness of glorious memories.” 
| “A Disappointment to Socialists. 

In Berlin, at the suggestion of the au- 
thorities, most of the schools had their 
exercises and picnics yesterday. The so- 
cial democrats were somewhat disappointed 
by the change, as they expected to use 
the big crowds as a background for their 
demonstration at the funeral of Agnes 
Wabnitz, the socialist waitress who killed 
herself in the Freiderichshain cemetery last 
week. 

The Vorwaerts shows its chagrin by pub- 
lishing @ eulogy of ‘“‘Red Agmes,” as she 
was called. It calls her a martyr to the 
cause Of humanity—a genuine philanthro- 
} pist, who soared far above all questions 
of patriotism. 

The police warning against a big socialist 
funeral was obeyed without protest, how- 
ever. No great procession and no bands 
were allowed to follow the hearse. A few 
delegates from social clubs and half a 
dozen personal friends accompanied the 
body to the cemetery. There, too, the pro- 
gramme was disappointing. The gath- 
ering around the grave was small, the 
Speeches short and ttame. 

Brunowille, leader of the independent so- 
cial democrats, is stirring up bad blood 
among the socialist regulars preparatory 
to the national congress next month. At a 
meeting of the independents in Kiel on Fri- 
day he denounced the old leaders for prac- 
ticing a system of terrorism in their party. 
They had become tyrannical dictators, he 
said, no longer in touch with the intellect- 
ual and spiritual movement which vital- 
ized German social democracy. There was 
not now a breath of freedom in the party. 
Militarism had been introduced by = the 
central committee, who had transformed 
the whole body of socialists under their 
leadership into a political machine. Bru- 
noWille named several social democratic 
agitators who had been boycotted and sup- 
pressed by the central authority because 
they did a little independent tuinking. The 
Vorwaerts, organ of the central committee, 
deniers Brunowille’s statements and de- 
nounces him as a promoter of discord. It 
says that the success of the social democ- 
racy has been due largely to the obedience 
of the rank and file to their trusted leaders. 

Did Not Visit Frankfort. 

Emperor William went to Charlottenburg 
today to attend the consecration of the new 
marble sarcophagus erected to the mem- 
ory of Emperor William I. It was a grand 
function. The whole imperial family, the 
grand general staff and most of the mem- 
bers of the court were present. 

The emperor greatly disappointed the 
people of Frankfort-on-the-Oder yesterday 
by neglecting to pass through the city on 
his way to and f the maneuvers near 
by. They had spent thousands of marks 
for decorations and had taken a general 
holiday so as to give a fitting welcome to 
him. Somehow no notice of their prepara- 
tions was given the emperor. As soon as 
he learned of the mistake he sent a mes- 
senger to Frankfort to explain his regret 
and promised to visit them in state in the 
near future. 

For the first time since Frederick Wil- 
liam II died there was a concert in. the 
Sans-Souci palace on Friday evening. The 
programme had been prepared under tne 
emperor’s special supervision. All the 4ar- 
tists wore costumes of Frederick the Great's 
period. The furniture and plate, and even 
the attire of the guests, were of the same 
historical type. The rooms were lighted 
only with candles. Several compositions 
for the flute were performed. Those who 
were present say that the scene was unique 
beyond description, especially when the 
emperor stepped out before the orchestra 
and directed it, which he did several times. 

The Catholic Congress. 

The Catholic congress in Cologne ended 
on Friday after adopting Count von Prey- 
cing’s motion that the next congress meet 
in Munich. A letter from the pope was 
read at the opening of the congress. It 
urged thus the special consideration of 
social questions: “It cannot have escaped 
the notice of German Catholics that religion 
and society have fallen into a sad condition.

The most notable incident arose from the

herr von Schorlemer-Alst, once leader of the 
aristocratic wing of the clerical party, an- 
nounced that hereafter he would oppose 
all legislation which should have the ap- 
rearance of favoring a particular class. 
True Catholicism, he said, was democratic 
and knew no class interest. His declara- 
tion led to much excited talk outside the 
congress. The agrarian members objected 
to such surrender of an important part of 
the center’s 
ventured to oppose Schorlemer~Alst publicly. 
Dr. Orterer, leader of the Bavarian Catho- 
lics and chairman of the congress, showed 
p'ainly his sympathy with the anti-agrarian 
feelings of some delegates. 
Sugar Men in Convention. 

Representatives of German sugar interests 
met yesterday in Kroll’s garden and resolv; 
ed to form a protective union. They voted 
also that the union should adopt such meas- 
ures as would save the beet sugar industry 
of Germany and allied industries from kill- 
ing competition or hostile legislation. A 
deputation called upon Freiherr Marschall 
von Bieberstein, Caprivi’s representative, 
snd submitted a petition for government 
protection of the beet sugar industry against 
the new American tariff. Just what kind 
of protection they éxpect the sugar men 
neglected to,say. They were informed that 
the government was aware there was likely 
to be trouble with the new American tariff 
and would give immediate attention to the 
petition. 

The socialists of Bavaria and Wurtemberg 
met in Munich on August 30th to commemo- 
rate Lasalle’s death. Vollmar and Grillen- 
berger were the principal speakers. 

Yesterday’s calendar announced that 
twenty-seven Berlin hotels had gone into 
bankruptcy and were offefed for sale. . The 
decrease in the number of foreign visitors, 
is the cause of the collapse.

The Volks Zeitung 
says that the Paris woman formerly was 
intimate with Prince Ernest Guenther, of 
Schleswig-Holstein, the emperor’s brother- 
in-law.

SECREST AGAIN ARRESTED. 


He Plays the Insanity Dodge, but He 
Will Answer for His Crimes. 

Columbia, 8S. C., September 2.—(Special.) 
*B. E. Gray alias Hoke Secrest, a white man 
from North Carolina, was released from the 
state penitentiary today after serving a 
term for assault and battery, and immedi- 
ately thereafter he was ‘jugged’’ by an 
officer from North Carolina, who carried 
him to what will probably be his legal 
death. 

Twelve years ago Secrest went to Union, 
in this state and married a young girl. The 
pair boarded the train at once and after 
they had reached North Carolina, scarcely 
twelve hours after their marriage, Secrest 
took his child wife in the woods and killed 
and buried her. Twice was he tried for 
murder and convicted, but each time he 
piayed the insanity dodge successfully and 
each time he escaped. After the first es- 
cape, he came to this state and served two 
years in the penitntiary for larceny. After 
being tried again in North Carolina for 
murder, and after again escaping from the 
insane asylum, he went to Spartanburg, 8. 
C., married and beat his children. For this 
inhumanity he got another term in the 
stone hold on the Congaree, in this city, 
and today his term expired. During his 
term in the pénitentiary here he showed 
no signs of insanity, but is to all appear- 
ances a hardened criminal. 


ANOTHER GRAND STAND BURNED. 


Pimlico Loses All Its Buildings by 
the Flames. 

Baltimore, Md., September 2.—The grand 
stand, exposition buildings, and ohter ad- 
jacent buildings at Pimlico, Baltimore’s fa- 
mous race track, were burfied today. The 
fire started in one end of the grand stand, 
and had gained considerable headway be- 
fore it was discovered. Several fire engines 
repaired to the scene, but were of little or 
no service, the huge wooden structures 
burning like se much tinder.

A HAZE OBSCURES “OLD SOL” 


And in Some of the Cities It Was 
Twilight All Morning. 


WAS IT CAUSED BY THE FOREST FIRES 


It Wasa Day Like One in the Last Cen- 
ury—The Sun Cast Noj Sbadow— 
W as it Smoke From Fires ? 


Washington, September 2.—The peculiar 
haze that has been noticeable in the sky 
all over the country for the last week or 
so has been a matter of great interest to 
meterologists, and many experiments have 
been going on in different: observatories of 
the country to determine its cause and na- 
ture. The weather bureau officials, whose 
reports on the weather conditions are daily 
read throughout the United States, have 
been making observations of this phenome- 
non and the opinions of two of the pro=- 
fessors of meteorology were given to @ re- 
porter of the United Press. Professor Hen- 
ry A. Hazen sald: 

“This is what may be called the Indian 
summer dry haze. Jyst what is the qause 
of it is a little difficult to determine. Simi- 
lar conditions have been noticed in the 
past, notably on the ‘dark day’ in 1781, 
which was due to the dense condition of 
the atmosphere, probably caused by smoke. 
In 1881 there was another dark day, known 
as ‘yellow day,’ which extended from New. 
England to Virginia on the Atlantic coast 
In 1781 the smoke was so dense that many 
persons thought the ‘day of judgment’ had 
come. In 1881 the gas was lighted in the 
streets of Boston at midday. While it was 
not so dark here in Washington, it was 
very dark. The murky atmosphere has 
been noted west of the Mississippi, but ig 
is of a different character from that to the 
eastward, a# that is much lighter. It waa 
probably caused every year by a settlement 
of dust or smoke particles. The air is 
generally quiet, and there is no condition 
which would precipitate the particles caus- 
ing the haze or to carry them to other re- 
gions. The conditions east of the Missis- 
sippi river are unquestionably due to for- 
est fires, just as in 1781 and 1881. The forest 
fires this year, however, have been much 
more serious than common, owing to the 
drought that has existed. The atmosphere 
has been very dry, and extends to enore 
mous heights. This smoke is not dense in 
any one place, but when you get a glimpse 
Ss tear a great thickness, it appears quite 
BO RS . 

Professor Clevéland Abbe, of the weather 
bureau, who has made a special research 
into this smoke phenomenon, said: 

“I began today a collection of all the da- 
ta the weather bureau has relative to the 
spread of the haze, which now covers the 
greater part of the United States. Early 
in July I began to receive reports of for- 


est fires, and large areas of smoke in Min- 


nesota, Wisconsmm and armpper Michigan. 
Since then reports have come from lower 
Michigan, New York and Pénnsylvania. 
There is every reason to believe that all 
of the smoky haze, which now covers the 
country, is the result of the diffusion of the 
smoke of burning forest fires and crops. 
A comparatively little fire will make a 
large quantity of smoke, unless it is widely 
diffused by strong winds, in which case 
the smoke becomes like the thin haze of 
the Indian summer. But it so happens in 
this present season, the United States has 
experienced rather a high temperature and 
light, variable winds, so that the smoky 
haze has not beem carried away to a great 
distance. It has, therefore, at the present 
time, an average density greater than 
usual. It will doubtless. all be cleared 
away by the action of the first general 
storm that sweeps over the country. This 
smoke from forest and prairie fires is dif- 
fused perceptibly to a greater distance than 
many people would imagine possible.” 


A Yellow Tinge at Boston. 

Boston, September 2.—A peculiar ate 
mospherical phenomenon has toy ate 
tracted the attention of Bostonians. Dure 
ing the latter part of the morning and all 
the afternoon the sun, unobscured by 
clouds, has feebly shone through a stratum 
of smoke, supposed to come from the for- 
est fires now raging in the lake region. 
The effect has been a wejrd, unhealthy 
yellow tinge to the atmosphere, made op- 


| pressive by the general absence of stirring 


ait. The day has been a repetition in a 
smaller way, of the famous “yellow Tues- 
day”’ of 1881. Reports of a similar phenome- 
non have been received from cities and 
towns alli over New England.

Says It Was Awiully Hnmiliating to Be 
Collared by s “Cop’—What He 
Has to Say. 


Will Mozeley, the colored stenographer 
for Mr. Dan W. Rountree, is.out with a 
ecard setting forth his side of the case that 
took him tothe police station Saturday 
on the charge of theft. | 

It was charged that Mozeley had stolen 
a diamond ring from Mr. Dan Rountree, in 


_ whose employ he has been for several 


years, 

Mr. Rountree is not in the city, and when 
the case was reported to the police Mozeley 
was arrested and taken to the police sta- 
tion, 

He would have been locked up but for the 
interference of several white gentlemen 
who knew him and knew his relations with 
Mr. Rountree, who, it seems, has always 
regarded him as a trustworthy negro. 

The unfortunate secretary writes out a 
statement tpr The Constitution, telling 
how it all came about trom his point of 
view. He greatly deplores the extreme hu- 
miliation of having been arrested, as he 
claims, upon an aimless charge, and de- 
clares that Mr. Rountree has implicit faith 
in hig integrity, avowing that he has, at 
times, handied thousands of dollars for Mr. 
Rountree, with miles between them. 

The colored stenographer’s statement 
evolves an interesting story. This is what 
he has to say: 

“Atlanta, Ga.; September 2, 1894.—Editor 
Constitution: Please allow me to say a few 
words with reference to my arrest and 
incarceration on yesterday, an account of 
which appeared in The Constitution this 
morning. 


“I have been in the employ of Mr. Daniel 


W. Rountree since 1884—ten years. 1 com- 
menced work as office boy, and by hard 
work and strict attention to his business, I 
succeeded his former stenographer in 1890, 
who gave up his aituation to practice law, 
I having learned stenography without any 
one to teach me, after three months’ study. 

“My arrest was caused oy information 
given to the officers by an envious and low 
drunken negro, who has a record, as the 
variots courts will show, of being a thief 
and drunkard, whose word would have no 
weight whatever with a man who knew him, 
I was arrested while attending to the du- 
ties and business of my employer, which he 
had intrusted to me, by the instigation of 
this negro, and carried to the station house, 
without being told who had me arrested or 
for what. The arresting officer asked me 
before our arrival at the station, or when 
he arrested me, if I had a diamond pin, or 
what did I do with the one I gad. I told 
him that I then had it, and asked why did 
he want to know. He stated that some one 
had lost one, that I had it, and I suggested 
going to tne station, to which place he car- 
ried me. I stated at all times to the officers 
that I had a diamond pin, which I describ- 
ed to them, and which I offered to show, 
should the party accusing me come before 
me. I importuned the officers, time and 
again, to confront me with the party who 
preferred the grave charge of theft against 
me, and that then and there I would show 
the diamond, never denying to the officers 
that I did have one in my possession. 

‘TI am glad to say that by being so fortu- 
nate as, to possess several stanch white 
friends, one of them being that profound 
and conservative gentleman, W. C. Glenn, 
who knew of my previous record as to my 
honesty and integrity, I escaped the piquant 
mortification of a thief’s cell, where I would 
have been now, had it not been for this 
kind and considerate gentleman; and that, 
too, by the statement of an inferior and 
worthless negro. 

“My employer has intrusted me implicitly 
since I have been in his employ, and time 
and again I have had thousands of dol- 
lars of his money in my possession, with 
hundreds of miles between us, and if he 
has ever lost a cent, he has never mention- 
ed it. Furthermore, had I been so ungrate- 
ful and ingenious as to appropriate my em- 
ployer’s valuable diamond pin, I am thank- 
ful that I have a little more sense than to 
have kept it in my possession, and to have 
bedecked*my ‘immaculate shirt front’ and 
its invironments with its flashing luster. I 
am certain had the matter been investigat- 
ed fully, I would have been spared the mo- 
rose humiliation that no gentleman would 
like to undergo; and especially is it in- 
cisive coming from one of my own race. 

“Thanking you for the space to elucidate 
this matter a little, and with my hope for 
the success of the great Cotton States and 
International exposition, which we also 
shall strive to make a success, regardless 
of the inferior ones among our race, which 
we hope to soon elevate or banish from our 
midst, I am, very respectfullv.

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The South to the Front. 

In an editorial on the development of 
the south The New York World finds 
great significance in the fact that in 
the past three years “there has been a 
marked increase in exports from: south- 
ern ports,’ and says that the oppor- 
tunities for southern development were 
never more favorable than at present. 
In an infelligent survey of the field The 
World says: 

On the whole the south has shown steady 
and healthy growth rather than the fever- 
fish activity of over-stimulation. 

The greater part of the immigration of 
the last twenty years has gone westward 
rather than southward, because most of the 
railroad building of that period was west- 
ward. The exception proves the rule, for 
Texas, into which more miles of railroad 
have been built than into any other south- 
ern state, has been enormously developed 
during that period in population and in fa- 
cilities for production. 

As the last of the great tracts of govern- 
ment land in the west have been absorbed 
in the opening of Oklahoma, those whe seek 
cheap homes hereafter must seek them in 
the south. The superiority of the climate 
in the southern states, the absence of de- 
structive droughts and the variety of pro- 
ducts give that section great advantages. 
Undoubtedly the time has come for a 
greater activity in southern railroads and 
southern enterprises of all kinds than has 
yet been seen. 

These are encouraging words. The 
south, by the progress she is making, 
stands prominently before the country 
now, and the work which is being done 
in the line of industrial development is 
receiving cordial endorsement every- 
where. This should stimulate us to re- 
newed energy in bringing our wonderful 
resources to light. ‘The harvest is plen- 
tiful” but there is need of more labor- 
ers to gather it. 

Our international expositicoh is the 
south’s opportunity. Every southern 
state should go to work with one end 
in view: the fullest exhibit of its re- 
sources in the great galaxy of states. 
The south must be on her mettle, and 
prove clear title to the claims that she 
has made. She will be on dress parade 
before the nations when the exposition 
opens. And she must win the “well 
done” of the world. 


A Friendly Cam paign, 


The present campaign in this state 
shines in comparison with the political 
work which is going on in other states 
near us. In Georgia it is a vigorous 
campaign, and both sides are pushing 
it with all the strength they can mus- 
ter. But it is being conducted in an or- 
derly manner; but little bitterness is 
manifested; general good nature | pre- 
vails throughout the state. 

Especially is this noticeable in the | 
democratic ranks. Where democratic 
candidates oppose each other there are 
no hard words—no abuse which amounts 
to anything; no wounds which will not 
heal quickly; and when one man is fafr- 
ly beaten he strikes hands with the vic- 
tor and goes to work for him in true 
democratic style. 

Even the best of the populist papers 
counsel conservatism and, with few ex- 
ceptions, manifest a spirit of fairness 
when dealing with campaign issues. 

This is as it should be. No good ean 
result from a campaign of abuse. The 
democratic party is in the race to win; 
it is solidly united for the great victory 
which awaits it, but the fight is a fair 
and free one, against all comers, with 
malice toward none. ! 

Georgia sets an example in this res- 
pect which is worthy the emulation of 
her sister states. . 


Attracting Attention Everywhere. 

The action of the’ directors of the 
Dixie Interstate Fair Association, of 
Maeon, in heartily endorsing the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition, 
and in calling upon the people through- 
out the state, “laying aside all .preju- 
dices and sectional feelings, to join with 
‘Atlanta in the grand work so well be- 
gun,” is fully appreciated by the peo- 
ple of Atlanta. The directors of the 
Macon fair association are among the 
most prominent business men and rep- 
resentative citizens of our plucky mid- 
die Georgia neighbor, for which it is 
now, and will always be, the pleasure of 
this city to work for the advancement 
and the welfare of Georgia. 

The Constitution has time and again 
called attention to the forthcoming dis- 
play of the Dixie Interstate Fair Asso- 
ciation to be held in Macon this fall. 

Atlanta will extend a liberal hand to-

As illustrating the attention the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition 
is attracting throughout the country we 
call attention to the following editorial 
from The. Baltimore Sun, the famous 
old paper of The, Maryland metropolis. 
Sometime ago The Sun suggested a 
Maryland building for the Cotton States 
and International exposition next year. 
It is much attracted by Atlanta’s effort 
to establish closer trade relations be- 
tween this country and the Central, 
South and Latin-American republics, 
and thinks that the movement is fraught 
with great good not only to the south 
but to every state in the union, Com- 
menting on the advantages to be de- 
rived by Baltimore and Maryland being 
properly represented at Atlanta, Tl says: 

All sagacious business men know that the 
proper way to extend business is to adver- 
tise among the people it is desired to reach. 
Baltimore is the commercial and business 
capital of the south, and in all southern ex- 
positions she should take a prominent and 
leading position. The city already enjoys a 
large southern trade, but that trade shoufd 
increase and expand. Connecting Baltimore 
with the south there are abundant trans- 
portation facilities by land and water and 
many of them promoted by Baltimore capi- 
tal and in the control of Baltimore business 
men. We have also an advantage of posi- 
tion over all competitors, and if our busi- 
ness men are outstripped in: the-race for 
southern trade it must be their own fault. 
Opportunities such as are afforded by the 
Atlanta fair should not be neglected. If 
Baltimore and the state of Maryland are 
properly represented at Atlanta, it will in- 
sure large southern exhibits at Baltimore 
when the turn comes of our centennial ex- 


position. 
This is true, and it is to be hoped 


that the enterprising business men of 
Baltimore will profit by the advice of 
The Sun and arrange At once for a build- 
ing and exhibit at the exposition. Bal- 
timore once controlled the trade of the 
south, and there is no good reason why 
it should not get back a large part of 
that which it has lost during the past 
deeade or two. Especially is Baltimore 
to be benefited by the effort to divert 
South American trade to the ports of the 
United States. There is probably no 
city in the country more interested in 
this movement than Baltimore, and it 
should leave nothing undone to render 
the effort successful. 


An Idea for Georgia. 
It is remarkable that so little attention 
should have been paid to stock raising 
in Georgia. As was péinted out at the 
Griffin dairy convention a few days ago, 
reorgia is bounteously eut up by run- 
ning brooks, whose waters find their 
way to the great rivers and thence to 
the ocean. Ler soil grows the grasses 
spontaneously, and her climate is mild- 
ness itself all the year round. All of 
these conditions—water, grass and cli- 
mate—are perfect for stock raising, and 
yet, with the exception of an indiffer- 
ent stock farm here and there, there is 
nothing to indicate that any interest is 
being taken in the business. , 
The people who gather into Lexing- 
ton, IKky., furnish an object lesson for 
the people of Georgia. They are well- 
kept people, well fed, well clothed, and 
present an appearance of comfort and 
ease which indicates that they are in 
good circumstances. Almost without 
exception, they are engaged in the 
stock business. The fame of the blue- 
grass region is world wide, and the 
record of prosperity and success theré 


. is phenomenal. 


And yet that country, in no single par- 
ticular, is ahead of Georgia. ‘The 
farmers of this state, by turning their 
attention to stock and dairy produce, 
could revolutionize the face of the 
country in a few years. There is mon- 
ey in. it, and those who go into it early 
will reap the benefit. 


The Poe Revival, 

There are two men in the ranks of the 
dead immortals the merest mention of 
whose names will excite men to argu- 
ment at any time, in any place—Napo- 
leon and Edgar <A. Poe. When, by 
chance they are referred to by any per- 
son in a group of men all other busi- 
ness is laid on the table and argument 
begins. 

Just at this time the magazines and 
newspapers are discussing Poe again— 
Poe and his biographer, Griswold. The 
subject is one of keen interest for even 
the ordinary reader. Anything which 
has the remotest connection with Ed- 
gir A, Poe interests everybody—from 
the high scholar to the old-field school- 
master. And so the world is now talk- 
ing “all at once,” on its favorite theme. 

Eugene Field has a word to say for 
him in The Chicago Record, and ‘he 
makes some fine points in defense of 
America’s greatest genius—who has 
been 

“Defamed by every charlatan” 

Since the day of his death. Referr- 
ing to the manner in which Griswold 
vilified Poe,, Mr. Field says: 

AS We recollect, Griswold was for a time 
literary critic for The New York Tribune. 
This position would give him an authority 
which, without the position, would never 


have been his. It is easy to understand 
the gravity of Poe’s offense in presuming 


and judgment and accomplishments of the 
consequential critic who fancied he could 
unmake poets as readily as he could in- 
vest with immortality the sentimental 
chambermaid who handled with equal facil- 
ity a pen and a dustpan. But, after it all, 
is it. not true that Griswold lives in the 
memory of humanity as the contemporary 
of Edgar Allan Poe, and as the one indi- 
vidual among all the acquaintances of Poe 
that was just coward and just knavé tnouk® 
to vilify the dead? History repeated it- 
self; an ass achieved immortality by ‘kick- 
ing the dead lion. Had Pi been of the 
Same cloth as those others of the little lit- 
erary group which swung between Rich- 
mond and New York, would he be known 
and read today? Would not the whole pack 
of Southern Literary Messenger and Gra- 


but for the transcendent, errati¢é; luminous 
genius of Poe—tite one bright surviving sun 
of that period, by whose splendid light it is 
to recall and review dead planets and éx- 
tinct moons? 4 
So if goes. But for Poe’s genius the 
men who have traduced his memory 
‘would never have been heard of. Since 
his death, small men have accumulated 
fortunes by simply abusing him. It is

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Atlanta Busy Taking Care of Alabama 
Law-Breakers. 

Crowded excursion of many cars came 
into Atlanta from Birminehem early yes- 
terday ._- Morning. The jolly excursian- 
ists were jammed and packed like sardines 
and there was scareely standing room on 
fhe whole train. When it rolled into the 
carshed at 2 o’clock, however, there was @ 
conspicuous absence of humanity from one 
of the cars, and Patrolman Hollis, who was 
on duty on Wall street, started out to in- 
vestigate. 

Standing on a seat in the rear end of the 
empty car was a negro waving a dangerous 
looking pistol about his head and defying 
any one to come his way. He talked foud- 
ly and declared that he would kill the first 
man who put his head.in the door. He had 
full possession of the place. 

The officer took in the aituation at once 
and started towards the man, who, a5 soon 
as he noticed the patrolman, turned the 
gun in his direction, and dared him to 
come nearer. Quick as a flash Hollis pull- 
ed his own revolver and before the negro 
could realize it he was gazing into the 
muzzle. 

He was marched out at the point of the 
pistol and quickly disarmed. Another pis- 
tol, of the navy variety, and a large knife 
were also taken from him. Several excur- 
sionists said that during the day there had 
been a sertous cutting affray in Anniston 
and it was thought that Chapman Scott, 
the negro arrested by Patrolman Hollis, 
was the man who had done the cutting. 
No one seemed to know when he boarded 
the train, but during the trip he became en- 
raged at another negro, pulled his pistol 
and cleared the car. This afternoon he will 
be tried on a state case of disorderly con- 
duct. 

That Birmingham Burglar. 

Wash Johnson, the negro arrested Sat- 
urday for breaking into the Malone boot 
and shoe store, of Birmingham, is expected 
by the detectives to turn out in a new ‘role, 

Everything points to the fact that he is 
an escaped convict who has been badly 
wanted in Alabama for some time. He was 
examined thoroughly yesterday. Besides 
his hair, which shows that it has been 
clipped, about his feet are scars recently 
made by shackles, and his back bears traces 
of the convict lash. Before he is carried 
back, the officers will investigate his cast, 
and it is probable that he will be taken 
direct to the penitentiary. 

The burglary was committed about a 
week ago. It was one of the boldest per- 
petrated in that city for a number of years. 
and in the clever catch which they have 
made, Patrolman Sheppard and Detectives 
Wooten and Ivy are receiving the congrat- 
ulations of their fellow officers.

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Suit Against the Savannah and Western 
by Several Banks, 


CAUSED BY THE HARRINGTON FAILURE 


It Was in Hearing Last Week Before Spe- 
cial Master Hill--Story of the 
W hole A@air. 


The intervention of the bank of Hogans- 
ville et al. jn the’case of the Central Trust 
Company, of New York, against the Savan- 
nah and Western, involves the failure of 
Harrington Bros., of Newnan, and, as @ 
phase of the failure, was before Special 
Master W. P. Hill last week, as stated 
in The Constitution, and was sent over un- 
til October 4th. 

The story of the failure as told by the al- 
legations and the pleadings is exceedingly 
interesting and gives color to the mere legal 
routine of the suit. 

Harrington Brothers have been for years 
in the cotton business, being also the pro- 
prietor of a cotton compress in Newnan for 
@ number of years, and by their integrity 
won the confidence of all with whom they 
had dealings. As is customary with cotton 
men, this firm frequently purchased the 
cotton with money advanced by the banks 
and gave as security for the indebtedness 
the bills of lading over the route the cotton 
was to be shipped. 

Cotton was purchased by this firm all over 
western Georgia and in Alabama and was 
shipped to Newnan first, there compressed 
and sent out-again. Harrington Bros. 
bought cotton and secured the money to pay 
for it from banks at LaGrange, Alexander 
City, Hogansville, Senoia, LaFayette and 
Opelika. The cotton receipts and bills of 
lading, for instance. would indicate that 
the cotton was to be shipped to Savannah 
via Newnan. It is alleged that when the 
cotton was shipped to Newnan and com- 
pressed there, that new bills of lading were 
secured by Harrington Bros. from the rail- 
roads and the same cotton was thus vir- 
tually sold twice. 

When these new bills were secured the 
old ones did not show#up and the railroads 
began to kick. In @rder to prevent any 
move from this source and to square mat- 
ters with them, the original bills of lading 
were secured. It is claimed that in order 
to secure these first bills of lading Harring- 
ton Bros. told the various banks that they 
simply desired to get new bills of lading for 
another route. Once in possession of these 
bills, secured on a transaction already 
eompleted, the banks were left sadly in the 
lurch, so it is claimed. 

The banks claim that through these 
methods Harrington Bros. ran 4,500 bales of 
cotton behind to the railroads anf the same 
amount ahead of them. This involves 
about $160,000. When the affairs of the 
company became uncertain there was ap- 
plication made in the Coweta superior court 
by creditors, and the result was the ap- 
pointment of Mr. L. S. Roan to take charge 
of the firm’s affairs and straighten matters 
out if possible. 

The suit in hearing before Special Master 
Hill does not touch’ upon the Hiability of 
Harrington Bros., but is a suit straight out 


against the Savannah and Western asking 


that Receivers Comer and Lowry be made 
to turn over to the banks a sum sufficient 
to pay for the cotton, as they were halding 
bills of lading by what is alleged to be 
fraud. The railroad claims that it is not 
liable and will fight the suit to the end. 
In this suit the banks of Georgia are 
represented by King & Spalding, while J. 
R. Dowell, of LaFayette, and W. J. Sanford, 


of Opelika, represent the Alabama banks. 


Receivers Comer and Lowry are represented 


by Denmark & Adams and Lawton & Cun- 


ningham. Judge Tompkins represents the 
Central Trust Company’s interests. 

The plaintiffs have introduced nearly all 
of their evidence, but the defense has yet 
the bulk of their testimony to place before 
the special master. 


A LOCAL CHARITY. 


A False Impression Concerning the 
Home for the Friendless. 


The following communication from Mrs. 
L. B. Nelson touches a very important sub- 
ject. It seems that other communities are 
under the impression that the Home for 
the Friendless is a public institution open 
for the country at large, and often send 
their unfortunates to its sheltering roof. 

Here is the letter: 

“Editor Constitution: This morning a wo- 
man with a sick child came to the Home for 
the Friendless, sent by some individual or 
official at Palmetto, Ga., with her goods 
plainly marked ‘Home for the Friendless.’ 
This is not an isolated case, but one of a 
large number of the same character. 

“The authorities of all other cities and 
the citizens of this and adjoining states 
should know, if they do not now, that the 
Home for the Friendless is a local institu- 
tron, supported by the city of Atlanta and 
Fulton county and its citizens for the poor 
and homeless of our own city and county. 
That its capacity and its resources are 
severely taxed in taking care of our own 
poor, and no matter how much the ladies 
in charge under other circumstances might 
desire to assist a poor unfortunate of lo- 
calities outside of Atlanta, it is absolutely 
impossible, and whether so intended or not, 
it is a piece of cruelty that should not be 
practiced, to so send poor women with sick 
children here with the expectation that 
they will be cared for at the home. It 
will not be, cannpt be done. The only 
remedy is to ship parties so sent back to 
the localities from where they came, as 
was done with the people from Palmetto. 
Much expense and suffering of those sent 
will be saved, if this information ean be 
widely disseminated; therefore, other state 
papers are requested to copy the substance 
of this communication.

The Young Men Who Skipped with the 
Soldier's Money Brought Back. 


QUICK WORK DONE BY CHIEF BUTNER 


| It Was Thought That the Soldier, Also, 


Had Stolen the Money, but s Telegram 
to Chief Connolly Put Him All Right. 


In charge of Chief Butner, E. L. Couch 
and J. R. Duer, the young men arrested in 
Macon for skipping with the money of 
Palmer Jones, the discharged col- 
ored regular, were brought to 
Atlanta Saturday morning. They remain- 
ed at police headquarters until 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon when they were tak- 
en before Justice Landrum and committed 
on a heavy bond for trial’ in the upper 
courts. Both slept in jail last night. 

It was quick work, and the promptness 
of Chief Butner show the efficiency of the 
Macon department. When the message 
requesting the arrest of Couch reached the 
Central City, Chief Butner was at the 
Academy of Music, and quickly as possible, 
with Lieutenant Carnes, started out for the 
carshed, summoning several patrolmen on 
the way. The train from Atlanta, upon 
which the two men were supposed to be, 
had already arrived, and at first no trace 
of Couch or his companion could be found. 
The officers were returning when they came 
across Duer in the rear of .the carshed. 
He was apparently under the influence of 
intoxicants, and told that Couch had gone 
over towards the Brown house. Duer was 
put under arrest, and just as they started 
off Couch came up from the direction of 
the Georgia Southern offices. He also was 
placed under arrest, and both were taken to 
police headquarters where they were thor- 
oughly searched, and $467.60 found in the 
pockets of Couch. 

When brought to Atlanta Saturday Couch 
gave several accounts of the affair, To one 
of the officers he said that he knew that 
the negro had stolen the money and that 
he thought that he had as much right to 
it as any one else. He knew from the way 
the man who left the money with him act- 
ed that he had stolen it, and instead of 
giving it back he intended to leave Atlanta, 
going to Savanneh, thence to New York. 

“Tl was going to give all the money back 
to him,” he said, later on in the evening, 
“and, in some way, I got drunk. Then I 
didn’t know what I was doing and am not 
responsible for what followed. Last year 
I was all broken down in health, and was 
forced to go to the asylum, where I stayed 
for three months. I came away fully re- 
covered and strong. If it had not been for 
the whisky I took, I would never have 


| gone away with that money.”’ 


In his account of the affair, Duer dis- 
claimed any idea of being an accomplice 
of Couch, and said that he had been in- 
vited to take a trip to Savannah by him. 
His father was in Florida, and as Couch 
volunteered to furnish the ticket he thought 
that he would go that far on his way to 
visit his father. He declared that he did 
not know of the fact that Couch had re- 
ceived any money from the negro. 

Palmer Jones, the colored, regular, prov- 
ed an interesting specimen for the officers, 
and kept them guessing all day. Many 
things led them to think that he had stolen 
the $500, as he told contradictory tales and 
could give no full account of himself. The 
stoic indifference with which he received 
the news of his loss, and afterwards heard 
that most of the money had been recovered, 
made them more suspicious. He claimed 
that he had served ten years in the army 
and had recently been stationed at Fort 
Grant, Arizona. To authenticate his state- 
ment, Chief Connolly wired to Lieutenant 
Arderson asking if Jones had ever served 
at Fort Grant. Saturday night at 9 o’clock 
he received a reply stating that the man 
was all right, and that he had been dis- 
charged two weeks ago. 

Couch and Deur were taken before Jus- 
tice Landurm Saturday afternoon and the 
bond of each placed at $1,000. They were 
trarsferréd at once to the jail, where they 
will remain to await trial. 

Couch has been connected with the Dime 
Parcel Delivery Company since the Ist of 
July, and’ was regarded by the proprietors 
as a man of strict integrity.

Dr. J. B. Hawthorne was in the pulpit of 
the First Baptist church yesterday after 
a long vacation spent amid the hilltops of 
Virginia. 

He preached about idlers. 

The congregation was large, and the ser- 
mon was listened to with a great deal of 
interest by every one present. Dr. Haw- 


‘thorne is greatly beloved by his congrega- 


tion, and when he appeared before’ them 
yesterday to resume the duties of his pas- 
toral trust, it was with renewed energy 


‘and a hearty zest. 


Dr. Hawthorne has been enjoying a de- 
lightful rest this summer, and looks well 
and full of health and vigor. He has spent 
most of the time reading and quietly revel- 
ing in what he needed—rest. 

While Rev. Mr. Tom Dixon, according to 
the New York papers, has been on a jolly 
fishing trip such as afforded the reporters’ 
numerous yarns about the number of fish 
he caught, Dr. Hawthorne‘has been sim- 
ply whiling away the time in a hammock 
or rolling in the shade reading the news- 
papers, and he only had one observation 
to make yesterday that was in the nature 
of & complaint at the drift of things this 
summer in Atlanta, and that wasdueto the 
fact that the Atlanta newspapers have not 
been publishing poetry that measured up 
to his standard of the art. 

He scored the Atlanta poets who “try to 
be poets and lawyers’ all at the same time, 
right roughly. 

Following are extracts from his sermon: 
The Idler’s Condemnation and Doom. 

Text, ‘“‘Cast ye the unprofitable servant 
unto outer darkness; there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth,’ Matthew, 25 
and 30. 

In this chapter there are three parables, 
but they illustrate the same subject. They 
set forth the principle or law which will 
regulate the judgment of the great day. 
In that day those who have served God 
wisely and faithfully shall be rewarded with 
honor and happiness; but those who have 
been slothful, wicked and unprofitable, 
shall be condemned and punished. 

No intelligent moral being doubts that it 
is just to reward fidelity and punish idle- 
ness. That is a law against which no hu- 
man conscience has ever rebelled. I see 
before me today intelligent, fair-minded 
business men. I ask them to look carefully 
at this parable and see if the principle 
which it embodies is not wise and just. 
What is it that is rewarded here? It is in- 
dustry, faithfulnmess—an honest attempt 
to make the most of life. “Lord thou 
deliverest unto me five talents; behold! I 
have gained beside them five talents more.” 
He had been thoughtful, active and careful. 
He had been a true and loyal servant. He 
had used his master’s money so wisely and 
faithfully that he was able to return twice 
the amount that was committed to his 
hands, The master recognizing and appre- 
ciating his fidelity said: ‘Well done, good 
and faithful servant; thou hast been faith- 
ful over a few things; I will make thee 
ruler over many things; enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.” 

‘‘He that had received the one talent came 
and said: ‘Lord, I Knew thee that thou art 
an hard man, reaping where thou hast not 
sown, and gathering where thou hast not 
strowed; and I was afraid and went and 
hid thy talent in the earth,.’’ To him the 
master replied, ‘“‘Thou wicked and slothful 
servant, thou oughtest to have put my 
money to the exchangers, and then at 
my coming I should have received mine 
own with usury.’ Take, therefore, the tal- 
ent from his and give it to him which hath 
ten talents, and cast ye the unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth.” 

More than eighteen centuries have passed 
Since this parable was first spoken, but 
during that period not one human being 
has questioned the wisdom or justice of 
the conduct of the master who commended 
and rewarded his faithful servants, and 
condemned and punished the one whe was 
wicked and slothful. The principle gov- 
erning .his action is infallible. It com- 
mends itself to every moral being in the 
universe. It will never be challenged, either 
in this world or the next. 

“Well done, good and fafthful servant.”’ 
It is faithfulness and not success that is 
here rewarded. If the servant to whom the 
five talents were given had come to his lord 
and said, ‘‘Master, I have taxed my mind 
and body to the limit of their capacity; 
I have labored diligenty, but have accom- 
plished nothing,” the master would have 
said, “Well done, my servant.’’ 
It was not the success that 
I required of. thee, but fidelity. This thou 
hast rendered. Enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord.’” This parable is a miniature pic- 
ture of the final judgment. In it is set forth 
the principle which will determine the 
character and destiny of every being when 
he stands before the bar of God. In that 
day men shall be rewarded not for their 
success, but for their faithfulness. : 

‘ Down on Poets and Lawyers. 

But let me beseech you not to misuse this 
comforting truth. While it is true that it 
is not success but faithfulness that God 
will reward, it is also true that faithfulness 
in God’s service is never unproductive. A 
man may try to be a mechanic and fail. If 


*he has no aptitude for mechanical work he 


will surely fail. I know a poor fellow who 
has been trying for thirty years to make a 
lawyer of himself and has not succeeded. 
Sad, seedy and forlorn he stands upon the 
corners of the streets and bemoans his 
cruel fate’ and anathematizes the folly of 
meén in depriving themselves of ‘his profes- 
sional services. I had a college mate who 
tortured me through a whole session by his 
unsuceessful efforts at playing an ac- 
cordion. There are contributors to the 
poetic columns of our Atlanta newspapers 
who, for their own sake as well as for the 
public welfare, should be suppressed.

GENERAL STRAIT'’S FORCE CAPTURED 


On Their Knapsacks Was Written, “‘At- 
Janta or Hell”—They Only Went 
as Far as Rome. 


Mr. Joseph Davis, of Austell, Fila., was 
ohe of the followers of General Nelson to 
Mexico, and tells an _ interesting story 
about it. He was born in DeKalb county 
in 1824. When there was a call for volun- 
teers to the Mexican war, he enlisted with 
General Charlies H. Nelsen, who left Cass- 
ville with his company and recruited along 
the route to Columbus, where they muster- 
ed into service, e 

‘] went into Captain Nelson’s company, 
said Mr Davis, “and mustered ‘to serve 
three years. Before we left Columbus we 
joined gather companies and formeu a bat- 
talion. “here was an election for colonel. 
The two candidates for the colonelcy were 
J. S. Calhoun, of Columbus, G#¢., and 
Charlies H. Nelson, of Cassville, who was 
my captain. The result was the election 

colonel Calhoun. 
we were then ordered to Mobile, Ala. 
We remained in camp at Mobiie about six 
weeks, waiting for vessels to carry US to 
Mexico. We had orders to move right on 
to Mexico as soon as transportation came. 

“We boarded the ship at Mobile for Vera 
Cruz and landed after five days and nights 
on the gulf and reached Vera Cruz about 
10 o’clock in the day. We unloaded the 
ship and placed our feet on Mexican soil. 
We remained there for orders three or four 
weeks; also for a government wagon train 
to be fitted up to go through to General 
Scott at the City of Mexico. 

‘During this time there was a train get- 
ting ready with 5 pack mules with Mexi- 
can goods for the City of Mexico. These 
mules and goods went under our care with 
the wagon train. The distance Was 300 
miles and the march was over the hills and 
sand valleys and was very tlresome. Our 
first camp, after leaving Vera Cruz, was 
San Juan. We delivered our train to the 
commanding officer, General W ingfield 
Scott. After resting about tnree weeks we 
were ordered to garrison a little town 75 
miles south of the City of Mexico. We re- 
mained there about six weeks and were 

“ed back. 
Peta a cencntinns in Mexico until the end of 
the war, which was in May, 1848, arriving 
in Mobile in July of the same year. 

“There are but four of my company that 
I know anything of left. 

Was in the Civil War, Too. 

“Tn 1861 1 was living in Troup county, 
and in 1862 was called.for and had to go into 
service again. I joined Captain C. B. Fer- 
rill’s company in LaGrange, which was of 
Joseph E. Montgomery's battalion. We 
went to General Bragg, at Murfreesboro. 
Soon after we got there our company was 
drawn out and sent to the valley of north 
Alabama, under General Forrest. Here we 
remained until the fall of 1863. 

“While we were there General Strait left 
Corinth, Miss., with 2,200 men for Rome and 
Atlanta. Forrest got news of Strait’s move- 
ments and put out after him. We caught 
him at Day’s gap, and there Wwe had a 
hard fight with him. We chased him four 
days and night across Sand mountain and 
captured him and his men at Cedar Bluff 
on the Coosa river, below Rome. He sur- 
rendered to Forrest 1,650 men. General 
Strait was a brave general, but surrendered 
his 1.650 men. 

‘“Rorrest’s command, all told, was 600 men. 
Genetal Strait’s cartridge boxes and knap- 
sacks, were all stamped in big letters, ‘At- 
lanta or hell.’ When Strait surrendered his 
advance guard was in north Rome. While 
they were there they got a dispatch from 
General Strait to return, that he had sur- 
rendered to General Forrest. 

“Thus, Rome and Atlanta were saved 
from fire and destruction at General Strait’s 


hands.’’ Rabe

“My son, I do not hesitate to say it, has 
such sentiment and such moral principles 
that he -will ‘merit certainly your affection 
ard esteem; And his artistic talent and 
ability, decides to, as I hope, all your ap- 


your undertaking, to which I augur a most 
splendid result, so that you can be mutually 
Satisfied, the one with the ether—you be- 
cause you have called him; he, because he 
is cajled. That is the presage that comes 
from the heart of an affectionate father, 
and which I know God will listen, 

“I hope to haye the honor to receive di- 
rectly one of your letters, and praying you 


to present to Mrs. Angier my and my wife's 
respectful wishes, I remain, sir, yours 
most truly. 


“EDUARDO RANDEGGER.”’ 

Mr. Angier sets forth that he eomplied 
with every letter of the contract. He took 
Randegger to his private residence and set 
apart three rooms for his occupancy. On 
February llth Randegger became sick and 
was unable to do anything until May 34d, 
during all of which time he was taken care 
of by Mr. Angier. He further says that 
he extensively advertised Signor Randegger, 
and built up for him a considerable reputa- 
tion. He was then conducting a school of 
music and Signor Randegger was introduced 
to all the pupils thereof, and thus given a 
chance to become acquainted with the peo- 
ple of Atlanta. 

In spite. of all these advantages, it is al- 
leged that Signor Randegger exhibited no 
Sign of appreciation. When requested to 
play accompaniments for the pupils to sing 
he failed to enter into the spirit of the 
work and was indifferent to it. He did this 
part of his work with such displeasure as 
te cause the loss of three pupils. Not hav- 
ing any pupils, Mr. Angier requested Signor 
Randegger to give his daughter a daily 
lesson on the piano, but during a period of 
nearly eight months he did not give exceed- 
ing fifteen lessons. Signor Randegger was 
requested on several occasion to play ac- 
companiments for Mr. Angier to sing, but 
did so with such apparent displeasure and 
indifference as to cause him to cease his 
requests. 

it is charged that Signor Randegger play- 


obtaining the consent of Mr. Angier. In 
July he went down to St. Simon’s Island 
and stayed eleven days without first get- 
ting the consent of Mr. Angier. His con- 
duct finally became so disagreeable as to 
result in his leaving Mr. Angier’s employ 
on July 30th, and at once went to work to 
exercise his profession as a pianist on his. 
own account, and in direct competition with 
Mr. Angier. During Atigust he gave a 
public concert at Cedartown, and it is said 
is now making an effort to start a school 
of music in Atlanta. Mr. Angier sets forth 
that the introduction which he gave Signor 
Randegger to Atlanta people gave him the 
advantage necessaxy to establish a school 
and now the very evil that the contract was 
designed to avoid is about to oceur. He, 
therefore, holds that during the space of 
four years Signor Randegger cannot exercise 
his musical skill in Atlanta. 

Mr. Angier sets up that Randegger is 
really a skilled and talented musician, and 
with the reputation which he secured for 
him there is no estimating the damage that 
will accrue to him on account of Randeg- 
ger breaking his contract. He asserts that 
Signor Randegger is without any visible 
effects, and that a suit for damages would 
be fruitless. He therefore prays that Signor 
Randegger be enjoined absolutely in all 
events from giving lessons or. concerts in 
public or private upon the piano or playing 
the organ in church without Mr. Angier’s 
consent until December llth. 

Second, that in case the plaintiff elects 
to reconfirm said contract (and he hereby 
appounces his intention to so re-confirm) 
that the defendant be enjoined from exer- 
cising his profession as a pianist in Atlanta 
for the space of four years from November 
30, 1894. 

This novel petition was carried before 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin at 10 o’clock Satur- 
day morning, and was read and considered 
by him. Messrs. Arnold & Arnold present- 
ed the petition. Judge Lumpkin gave it a 
brief hearing and issued a rule nisi, call- 
ing upon Signor Randegger to appear be- 
fore him on September 15th at 9 o'clock a. 
m., to show cause why he should not be 
enjoined. 

When the case comes up for hearing the 
details of the trial will furnish the public 
with some interesting matter. In the mean- 
time the suit is sure to be all the talk in 
the musical world. 


WILL MEET HERE NEXT MONTH.

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‘Negroes on Haynes Street Greatly Br- 
cited Over a Strange Case. 


A NEGRO GIRL’S STRANGE AFFLICTION 


The Family of the Girl Declare That She 
Is the Victim ofa Hidded Ene- 
emy and Are Much Exercised. 


Negroes in the vicinity of Haynes street 
are in a great state of alarm over what they 
regard as a tangible case of ‘‘conjuring.” 

In a little cottage on Haynes street lives 
Ann Bird, an eighteen-year-old negro girl, 
who is said by her parents and by her 
neighbors to be “‘conjured.’’ 

The case is a most peculiar one and the 
whole neighborhood is considerably stirred 
up over it. About two weeks ago the girl 
was suddenly taken with violent pains in 
her head and in a few hours after she first 
felt the pains was compelled to take her 
bed, from which she has not yet risen, and 
probably never will rise again. | 

Dr. Love was called to see the girl and 
treated her for a few days, but soon dis- 
continued his visits at the request of the 
girl’s parents. They being of a very super- 
stitious turn of mind decided that the girl 
was conjured and that no doctor could do 


her any good. 

Dr. Love pronounced the case one of in- 
flammation of the brain. Since the physi- 
cian discontinued his visits the girl has 
grown steadily worse until now she is in 
a very bad state. She has eaten nothing 
for several days and has been unconscious 
for the last few days. She lies upon the 
bed and moves about in a restless way with 
a dull, vacant look in her eyes. 

The house in which the sick girl lies is No. 
%1 Haynes street, near the corner of Foun- 
dry. The girl’s mother says that her 


daughter is simply “conjured” and is be- 


yond the aid of any ordinary doctor. She 
said: “I'll tell you, mister, Ann is just 
conjured, that’s what’s the matter with 
her. You white folks don’t belieye in con- 
juring, but I do. The Bible teaches it and 
my old mammy told me it was so.” 

The girl was seen by the reporter. She 
was the picture of misery and bodily suf- 
fering as she lay upon the bed and tossed 
about from side to side. Her neck, which 
is beginning to get stiff, is encircled by a 
bag which contains some curious weed. 
This bag was recommended by an old fe- 
male negro doctor, who says that the girl’s 
body contains a’snake and that this weed 
will make the snake come out through the 
mouth. . 

The girl’s mother is a good old negro wo- 
man who is highly thought of by her neigh- 
bors, both white and black. She seems to 
be in mortal dread that some one will want 
to take her daughter away from her. The 
father is a hard-working negro. He also 
thinks his daughter is conjured. He says 
that some evil-minded person has conjured 
her and that until that person waiks into 
the house where the girl lies and takes a 
drink of water the spell will not be broken. 
As soon, he says, as the conjurer takes a 
drink of water in the house the spell will be 
broken and his daughter will be all right. 

The white ladies in the neighborhood have 
done everything in their power for the sick 
girl. They make soups and broths for her, 
but she refuses to take any of them. The 
vicinity is greatly stirred up over the 
strange case. If something is not done for 
the girl soon she will surely die, as her 
family, in their ignorance, refuse to give 
her any medicine. The mother expressed it 
as her firm belief that ‘“‘medical medicine 
won’t do no good in this case.”” The case 
is one that should have the immediate at- 
tention of the city authorities, in the in- 
terests of common humanity.
